LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  I&IRKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  December  31  states  as  follows: 

"With  many  of  the  mills  in  New  Bedford  and  Fall  River  closed  all  week 
in  compliance  with  the  mandatory  curtailment  ordered  by  the  code  authority, 
and  others  running  only  in  part,  actual  buying  interest  in  ray/  cotton  was 
somewhat  restricted  during  the  past  week,  though  there  was  some  inquiry 
for  prices  in  connection  with  the  annual  year  end  inventory  which  is  taken 
this  week  in  almost  all  the  cotton  manufacturing  establishments.

"In  some  instances  requirements  were  rather  stiff,  both  as  to  grade  and 
staple  and  that  was  one  reason  why  the  prices  held  rather  firm  at  225  on 
for  inch  and  one-eighth  and  250 .on  for  inch  and  five  thirty-seconds.  The 
buyer  demanded  the  right  to  make  selections  from  actual  samples  and  seldom 
was  willing  to  pass  a  lot  in  its  entirety.     Grade  was  another  moot  question, 
and  cotton  merchants  claim  that  this  week  has  seen  more  cotton  thrown  out 
because  of  grade  or  color  deficiencies  than  because  of  staple  length.

"There  are  reports  of  some  trading  this  week  in  medium  to  high  grade 
Egyptian  Sakellaridis  cotton  around  22-g-  to  23  cents.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  January  21  states  as  follows: 

"Sharply  increased  price  quotations  continued  during  the  past  week  to 
interfere  seriously  with  a  substantial  widening  of  mill  buying  in  extra 
staple  cotton  markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  New  England.  There  was  plenty 
of  demand  but  in  that  section  of  the  market  which  uses  the  better  types 
of  cotton,  the  prices  moved  upward  more  rapidly  than  mills  felt  able  to 
follow.  They  continued  to  shop  around  this  and  other  markets,  however, 
in  search  of  odd  lots  that  might  be  picked  up  at  more  attractive  price 

levels,  and  the  result  was  the  appearance  of  great  market  activity. 

*  *  * 

"There  is  strong  interest  being  shown  in  Pima  cotton  and  buying  is 
reported  from  several  quarters  of  the  market  recently,  at  fairly  strong 
price.    Number  threes  have  been  picked  up  around  23  cents,  but  most  houses 
quote  very  much  higher  now.    Number  twos  are  quoted  at  26  cents  and 
number  ones  at  28  cents,  btlt  not  much  dealing  has  resulted  as  yet  at  these 
higher  levels. 

"Sizable  quantities  of  fairly  high  grade  Egyptian  uppers  have  been 
bought  during  the  past  week  or  ten  days  by  some  of  the  large  tire  fabric 
concerns.    Prices  ranged  from  2li§  cents  to  22j|  cents,  and  the  market 
seemed  to  be  easier  at  the  closfe  of  the  week  than  it  was  at  the  beginning. 
Egyptian  Sakel  has  not  been  particularly  active. 

"Mills  consumption  is  resuming  its  former  rate,  now  that  most  of  the 
mills  have  their  weekTs  compulsory  shutdown  behind  them,  and  in  some 
quarters  there  is  a  tendency  to  increase  output  as  a  reflection  of 
sizable  additional  orders  taken.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  January  6,  1934,  contains  the  following 

Alexandria  Commercial1  Co. ,  Alexandria,  December  29th:- 

Sakel.  -  The  growing  realisation  abroad  that  the  supply  of 
good  class  cotton  in  the  present  Sakel  crop  is  extremely  scarce  is  the 
main  feature  of  strength,  ana  the  position  is  not  much  relieved  by  the 
latest  reports  from  the  Sudan  where  only  an  average  crop  is  looked  for." 

Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  S.A.E.,  succrs.  do  la  maison  G.  D.  Sarris, 
Alexandria,  December  29th:- 

"Talking  of  the  next  crop  opinions  have  not  yet  crystallised  as  to  the 
relative  extent  that  the  various  varieties  are  likely  to  take  in  the  Delta 
The  withdrawal  of  all. limitations  as  to  the  acreage  may,  it  is  said,  favour 
ably  affect  the  planting  of  Sakels ,  but  it  is  felt  that  a  great  deal  is  to 
depend  on  the  course  of  the  market  during  the  next  couple  of  months.  The 
increased  cultivation  of  "Giza  7  is  a  foregone  conclusion  in  view  of  the 
good  yield  -of  last  autumn.    Pillion,  on  the  other  hand,  is  to  be  completely 
abandoned,  and  with  regard  to  Nahda  some  uncertainty  exists.  Delta 
Zagoras  are  to  be  planted  heavily,  but  in  some  Northern  districts  they  are 
likely  to  substitute  with  Giza  7."
